Dear Sir: 

In an Office Action .nailed on July 26, 2002, the Examiner maintained the § 102(c) 
rejections or claims 1-15 in view of Zandi. Tn response to the last Reply by Applicant, the 
Examiner slates "when zerotree coding, the very purpose is 'to indicate zerotree roots' that arc 
associated with the wavelet coefficient ordered bits, as claimed, in order to encode the tree at a 
very low cost." Anal Office Action, p. 4. The Examiner further adds, "to indicate zerotree roots, 
each of the ordered bits of the wavelet coefficients are tested for significance." Id. 

1 [owever, contrary to the Examiner's contentions, Zandi does not teach the claim 
limitations. In (his manner, Zandi is directed to zerotree encoding of coefficient*, not coding bits 
to indicate zerotree roots that are associated with bit order,. Therefore, regardless of whether the 
Uxnmmcrti assertion ttut to indicate v.erolrec roots each of order bits of wavelet coefficients are 
tcrfed for significance is true or not, testing ordered bits to determine whether a particular 
wavelet coefficient is or is not a zerotree mot does not teach or even suggest locating zerotrces 
for bit orders of wavelet coefficients. Furthermore, neither Zandi nor any other reference cited 
by the Iteamincr supports the Examiner's contention that the very purpose of zerotree coding is 
lo indicate zerotree roots that are associated with wavelet coefficient ordered bits. 

Thus. Zaudi iliils to teach or suggest coding bits or each order to indicate zerotree roots 
that are associated with the order, as set forth in independent claiml ; fails to teach or suggest 
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^Unctions to cause a processor to code bib of each order to indicate zerotrce rook that a, 
ts'ocinlcd with the order, as set forth in independent claim 7; and foils to teach or suggest 
,nemo,y that stores a program to cause a processor to code bits of each order to indicate zero* 
roots thu are associated with the order, as set forth independent claim 12. 

Therefore, because Zandi fails to leach all of the limitations of any independent claim, 
withdrawal of the § 102(e) rejections of claims 1-15 in view of Zandi is requested.
